CHAPTER 302,

AN ACT to amend section 6, of title 9, of the
revised and amended charter of the city of
Béaloit, being chapter 209, of the general laws
of 1882.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTION 1. Saction 6, of title 9, of chapter 209,
approved March 24, 1882, entitled, “ an act to re-
vise and amend the charter of the city of Beloit
and the several acts amendatory thereof,” be so
amended that said section 6, of title 9, shall read
as follows: ‘Section 6. The laws of the state re-
lating to justices of the peace and courts held by
justices of the peace shall be construed to apply
to said police justice and police court, except as 1is
otherwise provided in this act; and appeals shall
be allowed in all cases from the police court and
said justice of.the peace courts provided for in
this act to the circuit court for Rock county, or to
the municipal court for Rock county, and shall be
taken in the same manner and within the same
time provided by law for appeals in chapter 160,
of the revised statutes of %isconsin, and the
amendments thereof.

Section 2. This act shall take effect and bein
force from and after its passage and publication.
